Macheriotis carried out his du­ 
ties at the Greek Orthodox Church 
in London’s Camden Town Dis­ 
trict yesterday. 
The deportation of Macheriotis 
came as Nicos Kranidiotis, a top 
aide of the exiled Archbishop' Ma- 
karios, flew to London for talks 
with British Socialists 
and 
-to 
speak at public meetings. The So­ 
cialists are opposed to Prime Min­ 
ister Eden’s Cyprus policy. 
The British deported Makarios, 
spiritual leader on Cyprus, to the 
Seychelles Island in the Indian 
Ocean for allegedly aiding Cypri­ 
ot rebels. 
Marcheriotis was born in Cy­ 
prus, lived for a time in Greece 
and came to Britain about three 
years ago. 
TheGreek Embassy here said it 
knew of the deportation of Mach­ 
eriotis but a spokesman said he 
could offer no explanation.
